POLICY WRITING-GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. 

(PL.EASE READ CAREFULLY.] 



I. Clearness, conciseness and completeness should characterize every Policy written. 
Let there he no uncertain meanings — no useless phrases nor omission of vital points. 
Say what you mean, and say it in such words as will be fairly and easily understood. 

II. Be familiar with pages 72 to 79 of the Instruction Book. 

III. Never mutilate, waive or change the printed conditions of the Policy, under 
any circumstances. 

IV. Avoid all ambiguous and general terms, such as "stock in trade," "property," 
"live stock." If the Policy is on Dry Goods or Groceries — or Druggists' merchandise — 
or Household Furniture — or Horses — call the property by name, so that it may be 
certainly known what is insured and what is not. 

V. Always give, both in the Policy and your report of it, the construction, brick, 
frame or stone — the koof, slate, metal, tile, shingles or composition — the number or 
STORIES — the LOCATION, by street, lot or number — the occupancy — and (if a Mill) the 
POWER, water, steam or animal. 

VI. Write a specific amount on each subject insured, and never cover two or more 
items in one sum. (See Instruction Book, pages 73 and 77.) It is better not to do business 
than to do it under Blanket Policies. At the home office we practice upon this rule as an 
imperative one, and cannot encourage in Agents what we do not permit in ourselves. 

VII. The following forms are full and varied, and if they do not meet every possible 
case arising in an extended practice, they will be suggestive, and must be improved upon 
to suit occasions.

Note. — Churches, Colleges and other establishments held in trust as aboTe, may be 
similarly insured. 

No. 44. MORTGAGE POLICY. 

Four ThoTisand Dollars 

On his interest as mortgagee in the three-story stone, slated store 
building, occupied for inercantile purposes, situated on the southeast 
corner of Grand and Conti Streets, Mobile, Ala., owned and mortgaged 
to the assured by David Morgan, of St. Louis, Mo. Reference being 
had to assured's application. No. 44, which is his warranty and a part 
hereof. In case of loss the assured shall assign to this Company an 
interest in said mortgage equal to the amount of loss paid. 

Note. — The above form may be used Tfhero the mortgagor is a non-resident or 
inaccessible, but if mortgagor and mortgagee are both at hand it is better to issue the 
policy direct to the owner under the following form, and let the mortgagee hold it as his 
collateral. 

No. 45. MOBTGAGE POLICY.— ANOTHEE FOKM. 

Four Thousand, Dollars 

{Loss, if any, pm/aUe to Homer Bigelow, mortgagee) on his three-story 
stone, slated store building, known as No. 347, on the north side of 
Eochester Street, in the city of Buffalo, New- York, and occupied by the 
assured as a wholesale grocer. Special reference being made to assured's 
application, No. 45, which is his warranty and a part hereof. 

Note — Strictly speaking, No. 45 is not a Mortgage Tolicy but is something better, 
as it protects both owner and creditor, while No. 44 gives the owner no benefit whatever, 
but a loss under it leaves his debt unpaid. No. 45 is on the property, while 44 is on the 
debt. The owner pays the premium on 45 — the mortgagee on 44. One is property 
insurance, the other debt insurance. 
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Savings Banks, and other large holders of mortgages and mortgage insurance, have 
obtained some concessions from the companies in regard to the acts of mortgagor, more 
hazardous occupancy, etc., paying therefor advanced rates. Blanks covering these 
privileges may bo obtained from the Company in particular cases that may be approved 
as you submit them. 



No. 45i. CHATTEL MORTGAGE. 

The circumstances that would justify the issuance of a Policy on the interest of the 
holder of Chattel Mortgage would be very rare indeed, and no such insurance should be 
granted without specific authority from the Company. The point could be reached, in 
most desirable cases, by an ordinary Policy on the property, issued to the owner, " Loss, 
if any, payable to A. B, Mortgagee." 



KTo. 46. IITStrRAIirCE OF AN INTEREST. 

Four Thousand Dollars 

On his undivided oiie-tliird of the " Star Mills," standing forty feet east 
of lock No. 14, Ohio Canal, in Akron, Summit County, Ohio, built of 
wood, and occupied as a flouring mill (water power) by the assured and 
others, as per his application and diagram. No. 45, which is his warranty 
and a part hereof. 

Said insurance being as follows : Two thousand dollars on the build- 
ing and two thousand on the machinery therein contained. Additional 
insurance allowed, not exceeding $15,000 by all parties in interest. 



ITo. 47. LEGATEE INTEREST. 

Two Thousand Dollars 

Upon his interest as legatee in the two-story brick, shingled dwelling 
house, situated, etc. 

Note. — After the death of the testator, and pending the settlement or division of an 
estate, a legatee would have an insurable interest in the legator' s property actually bequeathed 
to him, but in no other. While the testator lives, and the will may be changed, he is merely 
in expectancy, and an expectant has no insurable interest as such. 
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ISO. 48. THE FOLLO-WING POLICY 



Was recently issued to George Presbury, Esq., of Baltimore, Md., and is copied here 
rather as a curiosity than a sample to be followed ; although his interest, under the 
circumstances, as a former, though retired lessee, was one of great value and a perfectly 
legitimate subject of insurance. 

Ten Thousand Dollars 

On his interest in the pi-operty known as Willard's Hotel, used and 
occupied for hotel purposes, and situate on Pennsylvania Avenue, in the 
city of Washington, D. C. ; said interest being the agreement of Sykes 
& Chadwick to pay said Presbury an annual bonus of $18,000 for a term 
of years. If said hotel shall be burned or damaged by fire, so as to cause 
a suspension of business therein, and an actual loss of bonus under said 
agreement, such actual loss shall be borne by the insurers (not exceeding 
in amount the sum insured) for the term of such sitspension, so caused, 
at the rate of $18,000 per annum, until the property burned or damaged 
shall be repaired or replaced and again made tenantable, and no longer. 
Other insurance $40,000. 



Wo. 49. GUAEDIAJSr, ADMINISTBATOE, HEIR, &o. 

Make the policy to A. B., as guardian of the minor children of 
C. D., upon such and such property, descriliing it the same as in a 
policy to owner. 

Or to A. B., as guardian of John, Mary and Edward, minor children 
of CD. 

Issue an administrator's policy to "E. F., as administrator of the 
estate of G. H.," describing the property as usual. 

Or issue the policy " to the estate of G. li." This is very frequently 
done, and is in some cases tlie best way. 

The interest of a Mimoe Hkir must be covered through a guardian, 
trustee or administrator, or not at all. 

An heir, of age, can insure his own interest in the property of dece- 
dent; the policy should be issued "ujion his individual one-sixth interest" 
(or as the proportion may be). 

An Heir Appaeent has no insurable interest ; he is merely an 
expectant. 
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No. 50. BE-IETSTJKAirCE. 

[See Instruction Book, page 75.1 

Note. — Re-insuranoe at Agencies is not advisable. Bo not accept lines in excess of 
the Company's regulations (see Instruction Boole, page 21), and do not ff rant a policy of 
re-insuranoe to any but the best companies, and then only when you know they retain 
full lines on the same property, and not then if you can get the risk from the owner direct. 

Proper form of Policy is as follows :

This re-insurance is subject to the same specifications, terms and condi- 
tions as the policy which it re-insures, but shall be liable, pro rata only, 
for such proportion (or proportions) of loss as the sum (or sums) hereby 
re-insured bears (or bear) to the whole amount covered by said policy. 



Wo. 50J. INSUKANCE OF EXPBBSS CO. OR COMMON CAEBIEK. 

Fire policies have frequently been issued to carriers to cover their liability as such. 
The transaction is not, however, free from obscurity, as the carrier (in his receipt for 
goods, or bill of lading) almost invariably rejects loss by fire, and express and despatch 
companies employ other carriers (railroad companies, etc.), on whom they have^tecourse. 
These insurances should be made the subjects of full correspondence with the parent 
office, and should never waive the right of subrogation. 

Ten. Thousand Dollars 

On property their own or held by them as carriers, on which they would 
be liable for loss or damage by fire, and for the amount of earned freight 
thereon ; said property being only in the warehouse or freight depot of 
the Little Miami R. R. Co. at Cincinnati, Ohio, situated between Con- 
gress and Front Streets, east of Kilgour Street. 

Note. — A full rate should be obtained for the locality, and on no account will the 
" blanket" feature be tolerated in such policies. 
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No. 51. FLOATING POLICY. 

[See Instruction Book, page 78.] 

Ten Thousand. Dollars 

On hides, indigo and cotton, stored in any United States bonded ware- 
house, situated in the city of ISTew-York, south of Chambers Street. 

It is understood and agreed that claims under this policy shall only 
be for such proportion of the whole loss as the amount of this insurance 
bears to the whole value of the property insured. 

Note. — Never issue such a policy as the above without special authority from head- 
quarters. "The whole value of the property insured" may be a very difficult thing to 
ascertain ; the hazards covered are diverse, and every way the insurer is at a disadvantage 
under a Floating Policy. 

No. 51i. MECHABTICS' LIEN. 

This is almost identical with mortgage insurance. Both indicate that the property 
is encumbered, and both need close scrutiny. Grant such insurances only to parties ef 
the highest integrity, and on property of known value. 

Issue Policy to tlie Owner, 

{Loss, if any, payable to Stohes and Gardiner, holders of a Mechanic's 
Lien) on his three-story brick, metal-roofed store, No. 162, on the 
north side of Superior Street, Cleveland, Oliio, occupied for mercantile 
purposes. Special reference being made to the assured's application. 
No. 51^, which is his warranty and a part hereof 

No. 52. BLANKET POLICY. 

(OTHERWISE CALLED THE FOOL'S POLICY.) 
*" [See Instruction Book, page 77.1 

Four Thousand Dollars 

On his dwelling and barn and the contents thereof including his grist 
mill and machinery and stock therein for account of whom it may con- 
cern with the privilege of ten kegs of powder and twenty of benzine 
and to use or vend the same by candle-light provided the candle is not 
put more than one foot inside the kegs his own or belonging to any of 
his neighbors including damage by lightning thieves and rebels with 
tlie privilege of all the insurance he can get and more too and to run all 
night at discretion with such other privileges as he may have asked or 
intended to ask for without additional expense. 

Note. — No note is necessary. 



BTo. 53. 
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VALUED POLICY. 



A " valued policy" is simply one in which the value of the insured 
property is inserted, — "Valued at seven thousand dollars" for example ; 
admissible in marine, hut never in fire policies, as it precludes all evi- 
dence or proof (except in fraud) in regard to the value. If you should 
insert in, say a $6,000 dwelling policy, the words " valued at eight 
thousand dollars," and after loss it should be proved that the house was 
worth but $5,000, it would be of no avail, unless fraud were shown ; the 
whole $6,000 must be paid ! You see, therefore, the absolute prohibition 
which must be placed upon valued policies infi/re insurance. 



^More forms have been given above than will find their way into 
ordinary practice, yet there are many other matters on which insurance 
might be made, if it were deemed expedient. 

But all should not be insured that can be. Be in no haste to act 
upon any proposition for insurance that is out of the usual line, but 
consult with the Company freely, and only make binding contracts for 
such when specially authorized to do so. 
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nAov^tmtnU, etc. 



I. Enter ai,l Endorsements upon the record at the same time you 
make them on the policy. Observe this rule as an imperative one, and 
do not make endorsements except with the record at hand. An hour's 
delay involves the liability of their being forgotten entirely. 

II. Sign and Date all endorsements. 

III. Revenue Stamps of five cents each are required on all endorse- 
ments that amount to a new agreement or contract. These stamps 
must always be furnished by the party at whose request and for whose 
benefit the endorsement is made. 

IV. Most endorsements require as much deliberation as an original 
contract, and you must be entirely clear: 1st, as to the propriety of the 
proposed amendment — that no unfair advantage is sought or granted, or 
any impi'oper matter " lugged" into the policy ; 2d, that no condition 
of the printed policy is to be waived ; 3d, of your own authoi'ity to 
endorse as desired. If doubt exists on any of these points, delay the 
entry and consult the Company. 

No. 54. ASSIGWMEHT OF POLICY. 

Blank forms for assignment are on the inside of the policy. No 
assignment is legal without the written consent of the Company, and it 
is your duty to withhold consent from all assignments that do not meet 
the full approval of your judgment. 

Assignment requires the same revenue stamp as the original policy, 
to be furnished by the parties and never by the Company. 

Wo. 55. ASSIGNMEITT AFTER A FIBE. 

While the insured cannot assign his policy without the Company's 
consent, he can assign his claim — if he has one — at will, the same as 
any other debt. 
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No. 56. BBTDOKSEMBNTS AFTER A PIBE. 

Upon no consideration will you make an endorsement upon a policy 
after afire, before settlement of the loss. Do not give consent to other 
insurance, assignment of policy, change of occupancy, or any other 
thing whatever. If the loss is a fair one the party will not suffer, but 
you may complicate matters and injure all sides by tampering with a 
policy after a fire. 

Wo. 57. PAYMElfT OF PARTIAL LOSS. 

In consideration of seventeen hundred dollars paid in full of all 
claims under this policy for loss or damage by the fire of October 17th, 
1865, the same is hereby canceled in that amount, leaving the sum of 
thirty-three hundred dollars now pending. 

To be signed both by assured and the agent ; and such other receipts as the printed 
forms of the Company require, may be taken and forwarded, to complete the files at the 
parent ofSce. 



No. 57i. RESTORING ORIGINAL AMT. AFTER PAYING PARTIAL LOSS. 

Example. — A $3,000 policy has run four months when a loss of $1,700 occurs. 
Repairs are made and owner wishes the full amount restored. Bate is one per cent. 

In consideration of $12.30 additional premium paid, the sum of 
seventeen hundred dollars is hereby covered for eight months, to expire 
with the other insurance ; restoring the policy as before the payment 
of loss. 



No. 58. RETURNED PREMIUM ON A CANCELED POLICY. 

In consideration of twenty-three -^^ dollars returned premium on 
the within policy, to me paid, said policy is hereby canceled and 
surrendered to the Company. 

To be signed by the insured. All receipts for twenty dollars (or more) money paid, 
require 2-cent revenue stamps. 

No. 59. CANCELLATION OF POLICY. 

Sometimes it is sufiicient to write the word Canceled in a bold hand 
across the face of the policy, but if any money is returned use form No. 58. 
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No. 60. PABTIAIi CANCBLMBIirT TO REDUCE AMOTJUT COVEBBD. 

The amount hereby insured is this day reduced to five thousand 
dollars, and the expiration of this jjolicy extended to July 20th instead 
of April 5 th. 

Example. — Suppose a $10,000 annual policy has run 8J months, the unearned pre- 
mium for the remaining 3J months would carry half the amount 7 months, and the above 
arrangement retains all the premium and gives the insured its equivalent in extended time. 
The plan is a valuable one and should be adopted whenever practicable. 



Wo. 61. KECEIPT I-OK LOSS WHEKT POLICY IS BUKNED OB LOST. 

In consideration of $500 to me this day paid by the United States 
Insurance Company of New- York, for loss by fire under their policy, 
No. 397, issued to me from the Utica Agency, I hereby receipt in full 
for all claims whatsoever by reason of said policy, and forever discharge 
and cancel the same. And I hereby agree to protect and defend said 
company against all persons or claims on account of said policy, the 
same having been burned, lost or mislaid. 

7-oent revenue stamps required. 



No. 62. ABANDONMENT. 

By its own express terms there is no abandonment under a fire 
policy j and, although some large adjustments have, for the convenience 
of all concerned, been conducted as upon that principle, yet you will 
never for a moment entertain it or consent to it without express authority 
from your Company. 



No. 63. SUBBOGATION. 

[See Mortgage Policy, No, 44.1 

It is expressly agreed that, in case of loss, the insured shall assign to 
this Company a portion of said mortgage (or interest or claim, as the 
case may be) eqiial to the amount of loss paid. 
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Wo. 63j. ASSIGlfMEBrT TO MORTGAGEE. 

Example. — A party holding a policy, mortgages the insured property and wishes to 
give the mortgagee his policy as collateral security. If the transaction meets your 
approval, endorse as follows : 

Consent is hereby granted to a mortgage on (or including) the 
insured property, and loss, if any, shall be payable to A. B., mortgagee, 
who may hold this policy as collateral security. 

No. 64. AVERAGE CLAUSE. 

It is understood and agreed that claims under this policy shall only 
be for such proportion of the whole loss as the amount of this insurance 
bears to the whole value of the property insured. 

For use chiefly in floating or blanket policies. 

No. 65. KEH'E'WrALS OF POLICY. 

These are now never made by endorsement, but by regular " Renewal 
receipts," furnished by the Company, as the signatures of the officers are 
required the same as upon the policy itself. Do not venture upon 
endorsement renewals, or you may find them of no legal effect. 

BTo. 66. PRIVILEGE TO ERECT AN EXPOSURE. 

In consideration of twenty dollars additional annual premium, con- 
sent is given to build another frame store adjoining the above-described 
property on the soutli. Carpenter work limited to two months. 

No. 67. CHANGE OF OCCUPANCY. 

Notice is hereby accepted of the removal of Jones & Co.'s stock of 
groceries from the insured building, and the occupancy of the same by 
Brown & Smith, as a Carpet store. Privileged for necessary changes 
in shelving and counters. 

No. 68. PARTIAL CHANGE OF OCCUPANCY.— MORE HAZARDOUS. 

In consideration of fifteen dollars additional premium, privilege is 
granted to occupy the lower story corner room and the cellar as a Drug 

store. 
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No. 69. EEMOVAL OF GOODS. 

Permission is granted to remove the insured merchandise (or house- 
hold furniture, as the case may be) from the location herein described 
to the two-story frame building, ISTo. 142 Main Street, corner of State; 
the risk ceasing at the former location from date of this endorsement. 

Note. — If to a more hazardous locality collect proper additional premium, and begin 
the endorsement "In consideration of, etc.'' If to a less hazardous locality and a 
reduction of rate is demanded, extend the time as per page 74 of Instruction Book. See 
also the principle involved in Endorsement No. 60. 

ISO. 70. ADDITIONAL TEWAWTS. 

In consideration of ten dollars additional premium, consent is given 
for the addition of a Tobacconist on the lower floor and a Tailor shop 
in the second story. 

No. 71. INCEEASE OF HAZARD AT RENEWAL. 

In consideration of the additional exposures now being erected on 
the west, the rate is hereby advanced to 1.75 instead of 1.25 as heretofore. 

No. 72. DECREASE OP HAZARD AT RENEWAL. 

In consideration of the vacation of insured premises by the Drug 

store above mentioned, the rate is hereby reduced from 1.50 to 1.00. 

Note. — Endorsements are always to be made upon the policy itself, and never on 
the renewal receipt. 

No. 72*. INCREASED AMOUNT ON RENEWAL. 

On renewal this day, the amount hereby insured is increased from 
$3,500 to $5,000. 

Note.— If there are several items covered in the policy state specifically what the 
Increase is on. 

iV. B. Never make an endorsement upon the reneioal receipt, but if any changes are 
agreed upon, endorse them on the policy ; note them in the record book and then renew 
the policy as changed. 

No. 721. DECREASE OF AMOUNT ON RENEWAL. 

On renewal this day the amount hereby insured is diminished from 
three thousand to two thousand dollars. 
Note. — See Note and N. B. above. 
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Wo. 73. POBK-HOUSB PKIVILEGE. 



In consideration of twenty-iive dollars additional premium, consent 
is hereby given to smoke meat and render lard on the above-described 
premises for one month, ending February 16th, at noon. 



No. 74. CABPEWTEES' PKIVHiEGE. 

In consideration of ten dollars extra premium, privilege is hereby 
granted to re-roof and make other repairs upon and within the building 
for two months. 

Note. — It is customary, where the original rate is satisfactory, to grant fifteen days 
carpenters' risk on an annual policy without extra charge. 



No. 75. TO KUBT MACHINEBT BXTBA HOTJBS. 

For one hundred dollars additional premium, consent is hereby 
granted to run the factory all night, with double sets of hands. 

Note. — Charge double rates for night work as above. This rule is well established 
among the companies and is only just. You will observe it in all cases. 



No. 76. CANCELLATION OF A PBIVTLEGE. 

The privilege to run at night is hereby canceled, and thirty-four ^^ 
dollars pi-emium refunded. 

Note. — When such cancellation is the subject of prior agreement, or a matter of 
policy or courtesy with a valued customer, the above will be in order. Generally the 
margins are all against the insurer, and he should be in no haste to refund premiums. 
Apply the rule in No. 60 where practicable, instead of returning money. 

Retain short rates on above cancellation. 



Wo. 77. ADDITIONAL INSUEANCE. 

Notice this day accepted of $5,000 other insurance in the American 
Insurance Company. 

Note. — Only consent to additional insurance 'where you know the values justify it. 
If a building or stock is getting too fully covered, withhold consent. Be firm, and you 
may prevent a fire. 
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Uo. 78. TO KEEP COAL AWD BENZINE. 



For forty dollars extra premium, consent is given to store coal and 
benzine within the premises described above, not to exceed twenty 
barrels of either ; and warranted by the insured that no smoking, nor 
any fire or lights shall be permitted in any room or cellar where said 
articles are stored. 

Note. — Storage of benzine is admitted by very prudent insurers. Be posted in 
regard to the usage of your company and observe it strictly. 



No. 79. TO USE OB. VEND COAL OIL OB CAMPHENE. 

For seven ^"5- dollars, privilege is granted to vend coal oil and 
camphene, and to use the same for lights, provided lamps are trimmed 
and filled by daylight, and no camphene to be drawn or sold at night. 



No. 80. TBANSPBK OP INSUBANCE PEOM MEBCHANDISE TO BUILDING. 

The insured having removed (or sold out) his stock of goods (or 
household furniture) from the above-described building, belonging to 
him, the insurance on the goods is hereby canceled and made to attach 
from this date to said building. 



No. SOi. SALE OP BUILDING (OB GOODS) AND TEANSPEE OP 
INSUBANCE TO OTHEB PBOPEBTY. 

In consideration of the sale of the above-insured property, the 
insurance thereon is terminated and hereby transferi'ed to the adjoining 
similar building, No. 227 Walnut Street, subject to all the terms and 
conditions of this policy. 

Note. — Generally it will be better to cancel the old and issue a new policy, to meet 
a greater or less hazard or rate, and in no case should the above endorsement be made 
unless the two buildings are similar in these two points. 

The same remarks will apply to merchandise, unless the transfer is to similar goods 
in the same building. 
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ITo. 81. BXTENSIOIir OF POLICY TO COVER MOEE PEOPEBTY. 

Consent is granted that this insurance shall attach to all wheat and 
corn belonging to assured, contained in the above-named warehouse. 

Note. — Use the above with caution. If a lot of flour, a, particular lot of grain, or 
other property, has been covered, such extension to cover more like property, similarly 
stored and for same parties, will be in order, but if the property is more hazardous, or 
the ownership different, or the locality other, then issue a new policy and collect the 
premium. 

Wo. 82. EXTElTSIOlir OP TIME. 

For three ^-^^ dollars additional premium, this insurance is extended 
fifteen days, to expire November 22d instead of November 7th. 

Note — This is practically a Renewal, and should only be used in an emergency. 

No. 83. ENDOESBMENTS ON OPEN POLICIES 

Should contain all the particulars of the risk as to property covered, 
location, amount, rate, time, and such other matters as may be perti- 
nent ; usually the printed headings of the open policy book call for all 
the needed entries. They should be at once put upon the record book, 
as any delay may result in their being overlooked and forgotten. 

No. 84. BWDOESEMENTS OK DEAPTS. 

Make them payable to the order of the Company and not to any 
officer (unless otherwise instructed). Particular individuals may be 
absent, but the " Company" has always a representative at home. 

No. 85. BINDING EECEIPTS. 

Received of Richard Roe, fifty dollars premium for insurance as per 
his application, No. 742, to the Reliable Insurance Company of Podunk, 
which insurance is made binding until rejected by said company and 
notified to said Roe. 

Note. — Binding receipts may be issued during a temporary lack of policies, or for, 
such other emergencies as the company may specifically authorize ; but never for special 
hazards that you submit for examination. Wait for final advice on these before binding 
the company. 
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BTo. 86. "POK "WHOM IT MAY COWCEBBr" 



Has too much of the blanket element to find favor here. Only when 
the propriety of covering the goods of several men for one premium, 
or of one man insuring another man's property is clear, should this term 
be used. 



In Addition 

To the foregoing, forms might be given for Certificates of Insurance, 
Renewals, etc., but as these must bear the signatures of oflicers, they 
can only be produced at the parent ofiice. 

Loss proofs, Loss receipts. Appraisement blanks. Drafts, Accounts 
current. Expiration notices, and various other matters, are supplied by 
the several companies printed in convenient forms, and their introduc- 
tion here would be superfluous. 

It is believed that all the points of ordinary practice are herein 
covered, and that several matters novel and useful, not heretofore pre- 
sented, are also furnished ; and the hope is indulged that the work may 
prove a convenience and a benefit to all in the profession, into whose 
hands it may come.
